AMMAN, HAS ADVISED FAA BRUSSELS OF ALIA'S URGENT REQUEST 
FOR SERVICES OF FAA AIRMAN CERTIFICATION INSPECTOR TO 
CONDUCT B-747 TYPE RATINGS FOR ALIA PILOTS. FAA WILLING 
TO PROVIDE QUALIFIED INSPECTOR - PROBABLY MR. PETER 
GOUTIERE, FAA ROME, UNDER PROVISIONS OF FOLLOWING 
REIMBURSABLE MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT IF ACCEPTABLE TO 
ALIA. QUOTE: 

WHEREAS, THE ROYAL JORDANIAN AIRLINE CORPORATION, 

WHOLLY-OWNED BY THE HASHEMITE KINGDOM OF JORDAN, 
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HEREINAFTER REFERRED TO AS ALIA, REQUIRES ASSISTANCE IN 
TESTING THEIR AIRMEN; AND 

WHEREAS, THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, REPRESENTED BY 
THE FEDERAL AVIATION ADMINISTRATION, HEREINAFTER REFERRED 
TO AS FAA, IS IN A POSITION TO FURNISH B-747 TYPE 
RATINGS AND CERTIFICATION SERVICES WHICH ALIA HAS 
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REQUESTED OF THE FAA ON A REIMBURSABLE BASIS; AND 

WHEREAS, THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE FAA IS AUTHORIZED 
UNDER THE INTERNATIONAL AVIATION FACILITES ACT TO 
PROVIDE TECHNICAL SERVICES TO FOREIGN GOVERNMENTS; AND 

NOW, THEREFORE, THE FAA AND ALIA MUTUALLY AGREE AS 
FOLLOWS: 

ARTICLE I - OBJECTIVE OF THE AGREEMENT 

SUBJECT TO AVAILABILITY OF PERSONNEL, THE FAA WILL 
ADMINISTER TYPE RATINGS AND CERTIFICATIONS OF PILOTS OF 
ALIA UNDER THE TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF THIS AGREEMENT. 

ARTICLE II - LIABILITY 

ALIA AGREES TO DEFEND ANY SUIT BROUGHT AGAINST THE 
UNITED STATES, THE FAA, OR ANY INSTRUMENTALITY OR 
OFFICER OF THE UNITED STATES ARISING OUT OF WORK UNDER 
THIS AGREEMENT. ALIA FURTHER AGREES TO HOLD THE UNITED 
STATES, THE FAA, AND ANY INSTRUMENTALITY OR OFFICER OF 
THE UNITED STATES HARMLESS AGAINST ANY CLAIM BY SUCH 
PARTICIPANTS OR THIRD PERSONS FOR PERSONNEL INJURY, 

DEATH, OR PROPERTY DAMAGE ARISING OUT OF WORK UNDER 
THIS AGREEMENT. 

ARTICLE III FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 
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A. ALIA WILL REIMBURSE THE FAA FOR ACTUAL COST ESTIMATED 
AT TWO HUNDRED DOLLARS (200) PER PERSON PER DAY AND 
TRANSPORTATION COSTS (IF REQUIRED) WHICH WILL BE PREDICATED 
ON LOCATION OF THE FAA INSPECTORS SELECTED TO FULFILL 

THE REQUIREMENTS UNDER THIS AGREEMENT. 

B. UPON COMPLETION OF EACH SPECIFIC ASSIGNMENT, FAA 
WILL SUBMIT A BILL FOR ACTUAL COSTS INCURRED TO:

CHARGES ARE PAYABLE IN U.S. DOLLARS IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
BILLING INSTRUCTIONS.

ARTICLE IV - EFFECTIVE DATE, AMENDMENT, AND TERMINATION 

THIS AGREEMENT IS EFFECTIVE UPON SIGNATURE OF BOTH 
PARTIES. IT MAY BE AMENDED BY MUTUAL AGREEMENT OF BOTH 
PARTIES IN WRITING. THIS AGREEMENT WILL REMAIN IN 
EFFECT FOR A PERIOD OF SIX (6) MONTHS FOLLOWING ITS 
ACCEPTANCE BY ALIA. REQUESTS FOR EXTENSION OR CONTINUATION
